It is said that club girls 
in rural communities and small towns 
are affecting to a great extent the 
materials now being bought by the 
shop keepers and merchants, and in 
several cases merchants have stopped 
buying 27 inch gingham. Miss Eddy 
stressed again and again that the best 
of everything should be bought. If one 
has only 25 cents to spend per yard 
for material do not buy a 25 
cent 
gingham but the best quality percale 
and the same applies to woolens and 
silks always the best materials and, 
too, thd judges are to stress the 
Qié of finer needles and threads using 
no coarser than 80 thread on gingham 
and linens and those materials that 
tailor well.

The first great service of a baok 
is to protect the money in its com­ 
munity and put that money to work.

Christ, Himself, died to 
make man free. 
But materialists, such as Mr. 
Darrow seems to be, brush aside the teachings of 
Christ, and ignore them. 
Any who ignore His 
teachings are “like little wanton boys that swim 
on bladders.” At last their “high blown pride will 
break under” them and leave them “old and weary 
and broken in service.” “Man acts in response to 
outside stimuli,” is tha^ so? 
sive only to outside stimuli, what becomes of the 
old doctrine that there is a light that lighteth 
every man that cometh into the world—meaning 
the divine light 
No, his enemies in the world 
of thought will never let Darrow get away with 
such a doctrine. While there is no way to prove 
absolutely that Darrow is wrong, people who don’t 
wait to be machines or slaves, will never be­ 
lieve he is right. It was said Parrow’s doctrine 
would do away with the righteousness of God. 
Indeed it will if the Bible is true where it says 
I Cor. 10-13, “There hath no temptation dteken 
yoü but such as is common to man; but God is 
faithful, who will not suffer you to be tempted 
above what ye are able to bear; but with the 
temptation also (He) makes* a way of escape.” 
It should be added that $ the way of escape” is 
that Savior who said of Himself—“I am the Way. 
the Truth, and the Light.”

Of coarse, they frees* out 
sometime, but if fail oats freeze out, 
there is still time to seed the same 
land to a spring crop. Nobody quit 
planting* cotton because he has to 
plant over occasionally. 
If the weather will permit, plant 
early enough for Ihe oata to make a 
fair growth and establish a good root 
system before freezing weather comes 
on. If forced to plant late, sow in an 
open furrow, as that prate1'4, i wonder­ 
fully from freezing. The open furrow 
is safest, even for early sown oats. 
Treating the seed with formalin 
Will prevent smut hi the crop next 
spring. It costs only two or three 
cents a bushel to treat them. A table- 
spoonful to five or s|x quarts of wat­ 
er is the right strength. Sprinkle the 
oats and stir them till they are well 
moistened, then wring sacks from the 
same solution and cover the oats for 
four or five hours, oy over night. 
Bow the oats imipediately or spread 
and dry. When dry» sack in sacks that 
have been treated with the solution.
